• The Revolution is 0-1-0 - both all-time and on the road - against Montreal, with the 
teams' only meeting coming on July 18, at Saputo Stadium 

• Sunday's meeting will be Montreal's first-ever trip to Gillette Stadium 

• The match on Sunday will be the second meeting between the two teams this season, 
with a third meeting scheduled on October 27 at Saputo Stadium - the teams' final 
match of the season - to round out the season series 

• The Revs are 10-10-6 all-time against expansion teams in their inaugural seasons ... 
that record includes two draws with the Houston Dynamo in 2006, which was consid¬ 
ered an expansion team after relocating from San Jose. 

• Since 2005, New England is 9-5-6 against expansion teams in their inaugural seasons 
... the Revs went 1-5-0 against the Chicago Fire and Miami Fusion in 1998, just two 
years after MLS' inaugural season. 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST MONTREAL 

• Lee Nguyen is the only Revolution player to score a goal against Montreal... he had 
the Revs’ lone goal against the Impact on July 18 

• Kelyn Rowe recorded the assist on Lee Nguyen's goal on July 18 

• In the teams’ earlier meetings, Darrius Barnes made his first start of 2012, playing 
center back 

• Sainey Nyassi made his first appearance of the year in the July 18 match at Saputo 
Stadium, playing on the field at the same time as his twin brother, Sanna, who scored 
the game-winning goal for Montreal 

LAST MEETING 

New England 1 at Montreal Impact 2 

July 18, 2012 - Saputo Stadium (Montreal, Quebec) 

Lee Nguyen scored his fourth goal of the season just before the halftime break to temporarily 
pull the Revolution level, but it wasn’t enough as the Revs suffered a 2-1 loss in their first-ever 
meeting with the expansion Impact at Stade Saputo. Nguyen's 44th-minute goal - which was 
originally credited as an own goal to Montreal goalkeeper Donovan Ricketts, but was later 
changed - cancelled out Patrice Berner’s opener from the penalty spot in the 28th minute. But 
Sanna Nyassi - twin brother of Revolution midfielder Sainey - scored a stunning goal in the 
67th minute to hand the Impact the full three points.

MATT REIS BOBBLEHEAD NIGHT SUNDAY 

Revolution goalkeeper Matt Reis has been in goal in New England since 2003 and on Sunday, 
fans can take home a small version of Reis at the New England-Montreal match ... fans can 
pick up their commemorative Reis bobblehead, while supplies last, when the gates open at 6 
p.m.... for more info, visit revolutionsoccer.net 

FIRST-EVER BOXING MATCH AT GILLETTE STADIUM FOLLOWS REVS 

Following the Revs-lmpact match on Sunday night, the New England Revolution, in associa¬ 
tion with by Warrior Boxing and DiBella Entertainment, will present Gillette Stadium's first-ever 
boxing match ... Framingham, Mass, native “Irish” Danny O’Connor will headline a live profes¬ 
sional boxing card at the stadium against Pawtucket, Rhode Island’s Eddie Soto ... the boxing 
event will commence after the final whistle of the Revolution match at approximately 9 p.m ... 
for ticketing information: visit revolutionsoccer.net. 

EXPANSION TEAMS ARE WELCOMED GUESTS 

The Montreal Impact will make their first-ever trip to Gillette Stadium on Sunday, a venue 
that's been inhospitable to first-time visitors ... since 2006, the Revs are 4-1-2 against expan¬ 
sion or relocated teams in the first meeting at Gillette Stadium ... last season, the Revs tied 
Portland, 1-1 (April 4), and defeated Vancouver, 1-0 (May 14), in each team's first visit to 
Foxborough. 

HEAPS BATTLES MARSCH ON JAY’S HOME TURF 

Sunday’s match will be the second time Jay Heaps and Jesse Marsch meet as coaches after 
Marsch's Impact earned a win in the teams' first meeting on July 18 in Montreal... as players, 
Heaps and Marsch met 23 times during their MLS careers ... as a member of the Revolution, 
Heaps held the upper hand, going 8-6-4 against Marsch’s Chicago Fire (2001-05) and Chivas 
USA (2006-09) teams. 

HANDFUL OF WINLESS GAMES 

Saturday's 1 -0 loss extended the Revs’ winless streak to five games (0-4-1), the team's 
longest winless streak of the season ... this is the team’s longest winless streak since the team 
went winless (0-5-1) in the final six matches of the 2011 season. 

REVS HELD SCORLESS AGAIN 

On Saturday against Kansas City, the Revs were shut out for the eighth time this season, and 
for the second time in the last three games ... with 12 games remaining in the season, the 
Revs are two shutouts shy of their season total in 2011, when the Revs were held scoreless 
10 times. 

GOAL-SCORING SCARCE IN RECENT STRETCH 

After starting the summer months on a scorching, scoring surge, the team has cooled off 
and struggled to score in recent games ... in the five games between June 2 to July 8, the 
Revs averaged 1.60 goals per game, with four multi-goal games ... however, in the last five 
matches, the team has scored just two goals - averaging 0.40 goals per game - and have 
been shut out three times. 

REVS STRIKING BACK AFTER ATTACKING SHUTOUT 

The Revolution has been shut out eight times this season, but the last six times the team has 
been held scoreless, the squad has come back to score at least one goal in its next game ... 
after back-to-back shutouts to open the year, the Revs have responded with at least one goal 
in their next game following a clean sheet... most recently, following a 0-0 finish at Kansas 
City on July 21, the Revs responded with a goal at Philadelphia on July 29. 

ONE-GOAL WONDERS 

Following Saturday’s 1 -0 loss to Kansas City, more than half of the Revolution's 22 matches 
this season have been one-goal games ... the Revs have played 12 one-goal games so far, 
going 2-10-0 in those games ... since defeating Colorado, 2-1, on May 2, the team has lost its 
last seven one-goal games. 

STINGY SECOND-HALF DEFENSE 

The Revs lead MLS in fewest goals second-half allowed (10)... on average, the team has has 
conceded an just 0.45 goals per second half... on 12 occasions this year, the Revs have held 
their opponents scoreless in the second half. 

...BUT REVS NEED SECOND-HALF SCORING 

After conceding an early goal on Saturday the Revs were held scoreless in the second half 
en route to a 1-0 defeat... with the loss, the Revs remain winless (0-6-2) this season when 
trailing at halftime ... additionally, the Revs have not scored a second-half goal in five straight 
games ... however, when the Revs lead at halftime, the team has much improved marks 
(5-1-0). 


JOSE MORENO WAIVED 

The Revs waived Colombian forward Jose Moreno on Monday ... Moreno, 30, made seven 
appearances and scored one goal for the Revolution after joining the team in March from 
Colombia's Once Caldas ... his lone goal came on April 14 against D.C. United ... Moreno's 
last appearance came on June 16, when he played 45 minutes before coming off with an 
ankle sprain. 

HOME IS WHERE THE GOALS ARE 

Despite being shut out at home last Saturday by Kansas City, the Revs hope to return to scor¬ 
ing ways at home on Sunday ... in 11 home games this year, the Revs have scored 16 goals 
while conceding just nine, a +6 goal differential at Gillette Stadium ...the team has scored 
more than 60 percent (16-of-26, 61.2 percent) of its season goal total in Foxborough ... the 
Revs average 1.45 goals per game at home, compared to 0.91 goals per game on the road. 

JERRY’S LONDON PERFORMANCE 

Revolution forward Jerry Bengtson is expected to return this week from the Olympics after 
scoring three goals in four starts for the Honduras Olympic Team ... after signing with the 
Revs on July 5, Jerry Bengtson departed on July 16 to join the Honduran squad ... Bengtson 
scored the team’s two goals - including a penalty kick goal - in the 2-2 draw in the opening 
match against Morocco on July 26 ... Bengtson then scored the game-winning goal in the 1-0 
upset win against gold-medal favorite Spain on July 29 ... before departing for the Olympics, 
Bengtson made two substitute appearances for the Revs and scored a goal in his first-ever 
MLS game on July 8. 

CLYDE DONS THE ARMBAND FOR A FIFTH TIME... 

Veteran Clyde Simms has served as the team’s captain in five of the team’s last six games 
in place of Shalrie Joseph, who had missed all or parts of those games before being traded 
last week... in the July 8 match against New York, Simms served as team captain for the first 
time as a member of the Revolution, marking the first time since May 15, 2010 (Cory Gibbs), 
that a Revolution player other than Joseph or Matt Reis wore the captain’s armband ... Simms 
then served as captain on July 14 at Montreal and July 21 at Kansas City before donning the 
armband again the last two games. 

... BUT HEAPS WANTS A TEAM FULL OF LEADERS 

Clyde Simms may have worn the captain’s armband last Saturday in the first game after the 
Shalrie Joseph trade, but Jay Heaps was quick to point out his strategy for naming a team 
captain ... Heaps told the Boston Globe, “just the fact Shalrie was captain for so long, naming 
a captain is too far away right now"... continued Heaps, “We'll name captains for the game, 
but for now I want everyone to be leaders in there, from young players to the senior players. 
Everyone has to be accountable and step forward where he led." 

HE’S THAT VERSATILE GUY 

In 12 appearances, including 10 starts, this season, Ryan Guy has become the team’s go-to 
utility player, having seen time at right wing (four starts), forward (four starts) central midfield 
(two starts), left midfield and right back... in 2011, his first season with the Revs, Guy made 
six starts and played left and right midfield with one brief late-game spell at right back. 

STRANGE NOT TO SEE SOARES 

On Saturday night against Kansas City, A. J. Soares missed his first game of the season while 
recovering from a right hamstring strain he suffered at Philadelphia on July 29 ... until Satur¬ 
day, Soares was the only Revolution player to start all 21 games, and was the team’s minutes 
leader prior to the injury. 

McCarthy pairs up with teammates as needed 

Last Saturday against Sporting, Stephen McCarthy started his 19th game of the season at 
center back... however, it was just the second time this season he was paired with someone 
other than A.J. Soares ... with Soares nursing a right hamstring strain, McCarthy teamed with 
Darrius Barnes at center back for the first time this year... while Soares and McCarthy have 
started 17 games together at center back, McCarthy began the year on March 10 next to John 
Lozano, while Soares got the nod at left back in place of the suspsended Chris Tierney. 

TIERNEY’S THE NEW MINUNTES LEADER 

Of the 26 Revs players who’ve appeared in a game this season, only three players have 
played at least 90 percent of the minutes ... A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney have made 21 
starts, with Soares missing last Saturday with an injury and Tierney sitting out the season 
opener while serving a one-game suspension ... Matt Reis has played every minute of the 20 
matches he's started this year... after Reis, the Revs player who’s play the greatest percent¬ 
age of minutes is Lee Nguyen (1,773 of 1,980 minutes/89.5 percent).

DIMITRY GETS A START 

Dimitry Imbongo made his first career start last Saturday against Kansas City, and was paired 
at forward with Saer Sene ... a week earlier, Imbongo was the 13th Revolution player this sea¬ 
son to make an MLS debut with the Revolution when he came on as a second-half substitute 
at Philadelphia on July 29 ... Imbongo, 22, was signed by the Revolution on July 16 and joined 
the team for his first training session on Tuesday, July 24. 

WHAT WILL SAER DO IN THE MONTH OF AUGUST? 

Saer Sene scored his team-leading ninth goal of the season in Philadelphia on July 29 - his 
first since June 30 against Seattle ... Sene’s nine goals are the team's most in a season since 
Taylor Twellman scored 16 in 2007 ... with his goal at Philly, Sene scored in each month of the 
season except April as the Frenchman scored twice in March, five times in May and once each 
in June and July. 

SENE WINS “GOAL OF THE WEEK” 

Saer Sene’s blast from distance in Philadelphia on July 29 won AT&T “Goal of the Week" 
honors ... Sene's knuckling shot from distance at Philadelphia on Sunday narrowly edged 
out Seattle’s Osvaldo Alonso ... Sene's goal captured 27 percent of the fan voting through 
MLSsoccer.com in the four-day voting period ... Alonso’s goal finished with 26 percent of the 
vote ... Sene's goal of the week nod is his first and the Revolution's first of the 2012 season 
... it was also the club's first weekly goal honor since Week 2 of the 2010 season when former 
Rev Kenny Mansally won for his strike against D.C. United on April 3. 

SAER MAKING A NAME FOR HIMSELF IN REVS HISTORY 

With nine goals this season, Saer Sene has emerged as the team’s leading scorer despite his 
newcomer status ... in 20 appearances, Sene became the first player since Taylor Twellman 
in 2007 to record more than eight goals in a season ... the season-high goal scorers since the 
beginning of the 2008 season are below: 


PLAYING OFF OF EACH OTHER 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season as the duo has 
started 19 games with each other... in fact, he’s started to let the world know what he thinks 
of Nguyen ... following the June 2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted the following 
of his left-side partner: “played with a lot of wingers over my time in NE but I must say @ 
LeeNguyen24 can do things that none of the others can. lets keep rollin A/d”-@christierney8 
... following the July 8 match against New York - in which Tierney assisted Nguyen for the 
game-winner - he said the following in his postgame comments, “I love playing with Lee... 
He's as technical as you get in this league. He’s been awesome for us all year and I think we 
have a good understanding of when one goes, one covers.” 

A TALE OF TWO TEAMS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year 
ago, and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps' attacking mantra ... a look at the team 
comparisons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 22 games - tells the story a 
team this year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

YOUNG KELYN’S HELPING WAYS 

Kelyn Rowe recorded his third assist of his rookie season on July 29 when he set up Saer 
Sene’s 12th-minute goal... with that assist, Rowe - who was drafted third overall in the 2012 
SuperDraft - became the first Revs rookie since Kheli Dube in 2008 to record three assists 
in his first professional season ... Dube, who was a finalist for MLS rookie of the year that 
season, recorded four goals and four assists in 21 contests after the Revs selected him in the 
frist round of the 2008 Supplemental Draft. 

ROWE DOING ALL HE CAN 

In the last two games that the Revs have scored, rookie Kelyn Rowe has provided the assist 
on the Revolution’s goals ... in fact, both of his assists have been similar in those games as 
both assists were on long-distance strikes ... Lee Nguyen scored the Revs’ lone-goal on July 
18 at Montreal on a pass from Rowe, before the UCLA product assisted Saer Sene's blast at 
Philadelphia on July 29. 

YOUNG GUYS GET A CHANCE UP TOP 

Jay Heaps has put 25-year old Saer Sene in the starting lineup at forward 17 times this sea¬ 
son, but Heaps has also given some of the even younger guys a chance to impress at forward 
... the Revs youngest player, Diego Fagundez (17) has appeared in nine games (including 
one start) and scored one goal... newcomer Dimitry Imbongo (22) has appeared in the last 
two games ... while second-year player Blake Brettschneider (23) has made nine starts (14 
appearances) as a striker, recording two goals and an assist. 

STRIKE FIRST AND GOOD THINGS WILL HAPPEN 

The Revs’ 12th-minute goal at Philadelphia on July 29 marked the 10th time the Revs scored 
first in a match ... when scoring first, the Revs are 4-3-2 ... however, in the 10 games in which 
the Revolution’s opponent scores first, New England is 2-8-1 ... worse yet, the Revs are 0-5-0 
on the road when their host scores first, but 2-2-0 at home when their visitors strike first... The 
loss at Philadelphia was the first time since May 5 at Salt Lake that the Revs struck first on the 
road and lost. 


REVS-CHIVAS USA SWAP MIDFIELDERS 

On Wednesday, August 1, the Revolution traded former club captain Shalrie Joseph to Chivas 
USA in exchange for midfielder Blair Gavin, Chivas USA’s natural second-round selection in 
the 2013 MLS SuperDraft and allocation money ... Joseph, 34, departed the Revolution after 
almost 10 years of service with the club ... originally drafted by the Revs in the second round 
of the 2002 MLS SuperDraft out of St. John’s (NY) University, he signed with the club ahead 
of the 2003 season and spent the next 10 seasons as the club’s anchor in the central midfield 
... he was the Revolution's captain since 2009 ... Gavin, 23, is in his third professional season 
after Chivas USA drafted him 10th overall in the 2010 MLS SuperDraft out of the University of 
Akron ... a defensive midfielder, Gavin has made 43 career appearances, including 31 starts 
for the Goats ... he's scored three goals and added five assists. 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 36 is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in 
the MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through 
June 2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he 
concluded his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in 
minutes (21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238).

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been (for the most part) locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris 
Tierney, respectively ... since the second game of the season and in all but three contests 
since (May 5 vs. COL, July 21 at SKC and July 29 at PHI) those two players have played in 
line down the left side ... in total, Nguyen and Tierney have played 19 games together.

The Revs' standout goalkeeper is widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers ... in his 
ninth season as the team's primary netminder, but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 

2011 seasons while recovering from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries 
... re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 off-season ... is the club’s active leader in 
appearances (235), starts (234) and minutes played (21,072).... holds every New England 
career goalkeeping record, including games played in goal (235), games started in goal 
(234), minutes played in goal (21,072), goals against average (1.33), wins (85), saves (931), 
shutouts (59) and save percentage (.722)... recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout 
in the 2012 home opener against Portland on March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on 
May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 

150 matches for the club in the 2009 season opener against San Jose, while he became the 
seventh goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colo¬ 
rado on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th shutout as a member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 
2010, with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... established a new club record shutout streak by go¬ 
ing 386 consecutive minutes without allowing a goal from July 4 - Aug. 1, 2009 ... voted to the 
2007 and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a “First XI" (top vote-getter) selection ... a four-time 
MLS All-Star and a four-time finalist for MLS goalkeeper of the year (2005-08) ... launched 
the Matt Reis Charity Golf Challenge in 2011, raising more than $75,000 in conjunction with 
the Johnny Damon Foundation for Children’s Hospital Boston, Grassroot Soccer and Multiple 
Sclerosis Foundation, with the second-annual event scheduled for Sept. 17. 

2012 REGULAR SEASON: Has started 20 matches this season ... has a 5-10-5 record and 
a 1.35 goals against average with four shutouts ... started the season opener at San Jose 
(March 10), allowing one goal... made four saves in the 3-0 loss at Kansas City (March 17)... 
recorded three saves - and MLS career save No. 1,000 - in a 1-0 shutout win against Port¬ 
land (March 24)... made three saves in the 3-1 win at LA (March 31)... made five saves in the 

1- 0 loss at New York (April 28)... made six saves in the 2-1 win - his 100th regular-season 
win - against Colorado (May 2)... made five saves in the 2-1 loss at Real Salt Lake (May 5) 

... made four saves in the 4-1 win against Vancouver (May 12)... recorded three saves in the
